Presbytry; in manner following. That'is' to ſay, 'That all 
Presbyrries conſiſting of 7 weive Parifhes, or under that Number, 
ſhall ſend Twwo Miniſters, and One Ryling Elder: And that all 
Presby tries confiſting of Xigh#cen Pariſhes, or under that Num- 
ber, butabove Twelve, ſhall fend Three Miniſters and One 


'Ruling Elder : Andthar all Presbyrries conſiſting of Twenty 


Four Pariſhes, or under that Number, butabove Eighteen, ſhall

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ſend Four Miniſters and Two Ruling Elders: And laſtly, Thar 
all Presbytries conſiſting of above Twenty Four Pariſhes, ſhall 
ſend Five Minifters and Two Ruling Elders, to the General Af- 
ſemblies.

Trial, in order to Preaching, but ſuch as are of Sound Principles, 
and of a Sober, Grave, Prudent and Pious Behaviour,and ef whom 
they have Ground to Conceive good Hopes, that they ſhall be 
Uſetul and Edifying in the Church. And for this end itis hereby 
appointed, Thar ſuch perſons ſhall produce before the Presby 
tries who admit them to Tryal, ſufficient Teſtimonials from the 
Miniſters of the Paroches where they lived, and from the Pres- 
bytries in whoſe Bounds they reſided, and alſo from the Profel- 
ſors of Divinity, where they may have attended the Profeſfion 
for ſome time, And it the ſaids perſons come from a place 
| C. 2. where 
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where there is no' Presbytry yet Conſtitute according tothe Le. 
gal Eſtabliſhment, They ſhall produce Teltificates fromthe next 
adjacentPresbytry,whoare toinform themſelves concerning their 
Principles and Behaviour, andto Teſtify of chem accordingly, 
And ſiclike the General Aſſembly hereby Appoints, That 
when ſuch perſons are firſt Licenſed rob3 Probationers, They 
ſhall obligechemſelves to Preach only within the bounds, or by 
the direction of that Presbytry, which did Licenſe them; And
